in 1669, and Sn ono day ovor 9,000 carriages ontorod the 
drivea, Tho necessity of the rule to prevent fest 
driving is etated, and no sccldont on the work has 
occurred to if or limb, The present socommodation 
for animals is merely tomporary. Tho Zoblogical Socl- 
ety obartored scroral years sinco by tho Logislsture 
seems to havo taken no steps toward establishing the 
gordon.

BCAECGITY OF FODDER. 
Tho main canse of the hard times, now so 
goueriNy felt among tho farmors of the West, and, by 
consequence, to some dogreo, in the Enstern States, as 
Wall os in all other sootions which depend on us for 
graln, clearly can be traced to the planting of corn two 
Ut fs truo thero was much wet 
Weather, still, there was o timo when planting could 
havo beon dono, for somo did plant early, and tho result 
ig thoir crops wore out of the way of tho great frosta of 
Aug. 40 and Sept. 20, and they now havo so much corn 
to cell that, epeaking efter tho manner of some people, 
thoy are mating their ‘indopendont fortunes." 

In tho States of Missouri, Mlinois aud Indiana aro 
two different methods of caving fodder; ono ts practiced 
south of about 40°, and the other north of that linc, 
In the northern region thoy depond mainly upon hey 
and on somo cora-stalk:s out off near the ground, which 
istho Yankeo mothod, in tho southora scetlon thoy 
used to raise oats and feed thom in tho bundle, but of 
Jato years they have mostly nbundoned this crop on ac- 
count ofthe rust, and now they depend wholly on the 
greon blades of corn which they strip from tho stall as 
soon as tho corn begins to harden, and tio up in bundles 
of the alzo of a whost sheaf, ‘This isa very slow way 
of making fodder, saying nothing about the injury dou 
tothe grain; tt 1s also yor 
odor and the rattling of tho blades are so disagreeable 
and confusing, that somo aro mado sick ufter » fow 
hours’ work. "I nover knew a Yankeo who would sub- 
mit to pull fodder at all, Itis the trne Southern method;

We take tho facts as thoy appear in the case 
of Van Rensselaer y. Read, which does not mate- 
rially differ from the others, The plaintiff's 
ancestor, Stephen Van Rensselaer, deccased in 
1789, sold and conyeyed certain lands to George 
Reed, who in considoration thereof coyenanted 
to doliver yearly 174 bushels of wheat and four 
fat fowls, and to perform ono day’s service with 
carriage and horses. The covenants, by the 
terms of the instrament of conyeyance, botnd 
tho heirs and assigns of the coVénantor, and 
ran to the hoirs and assigns of the covenanteo. 
‘The defendant in the present case beoame the 
owner of the estate of George Reed in 1840, and 
the plaintiff sues on the covenants as devisee un- 
dor tho will of his father, Various points were 
originally relied on in support of tho gen- 
eral proposition that the defendant was 
not bonnd to tho performance of the coye- 
nants into which tho original grantee of his es- 
tate had entered; in other words, that tho coye- 
nants wore personal, and did not run with the 
land. ‘Tho present caso raised the further qnes- 
tion whether, admitting that the covenant was 
real, and that the plaintiff hod tho right under 
it to distrain for tho ront, he had also the right 
to maintain an action at common law, or by 
statute, on the covenants themselves. 

In tracing the history of the controversy as it 
has becn carried on iu tho courts and in the 
Legislature, we find a number of questions raised. 
at different times and disposed of by judicial 
decisions or by logislative enactments. 

It ia settled that, since the act of 1767 con- 
corning tenures, it has not been possible in this 
State by conveyances in feo to create any 
tenures, or feudal obligations between landlord 
and tenant, Conveyanées, therefore, such as 
thes, could not be considered as leases, ‘but are 
loft to operate as assignments, and the burdens 
of the covenants do not rest apon tho heirs of 
the covenantor as an inherited servitudo, or by 
virtue of any tenuro of the land, or possibility of 
reverter on the part of the grantor.

ame out once a month, that this young man wanted an 
artist to illustrato his writings, and I recollect walking 
up to his chambers with two or three drawings in my 
hand, which, strange to say, ho did not find suitable. 
But for that unfortunato blight which camo over my 
artlatical existence, 4 would have been my pride and my 
pleasuro to haye endeavored ono day to find o place on 
these walls for one of my performances.”
